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REMARKS AND ARGUMENTS 



Claims Allowed 

Claims 4, 14 

Independent claims 4 and 14 were both allowed and have 
been amended in this response for clerical purposes only. 

Claims Cancelled 

The cancellation of any claims herein is not to be 
construed as an admission of unpatentability; applicant 
anticipates filing a continuation application directed to 
the rejected claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 8, 24-25, 27-31, 33-41 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 8, 24-25, 27-31, and 33-41 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gudmundsson et al. (US 2001/0033961) (hereafter 
"Gudmundsson") . 

Claims 1, 24-25, 27-31 and 33-41 have been cancelled. 

Claims 2, 5, and 8 have been amended to depend from allowed 

independent claim 4 and are thus also allowable. 
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Claims 15-16, 19, 21-23 

Claims 15-16, 19, 21-23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

102(b) as being anticipated by Glover et al. (US 6,104,611) 
(hereafter "Glover") . These claims have all been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claim 3 

Claim 3 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Gudmundsson et al. in view of Glover et 
al. Claim 3 has been amended to depend from allowed claim 
14 and is thus also allowable. 

Claims 6-1 

Claims 6-7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Gudmundsson et al. in view of 
Stoller (US 6,164,369). However, claim 6 depends from 

allowable claim 5 and is thus also allowable. Claim 7 has 
been amended to depend from allowable claim 6 and is thus 
also allowable. 

Claim 9 

Claim 9 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Gudmundsson et al. However, claim 9 has 
been amended to depend from allowed claim 4 and is thus also 
allowable . 
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Claim 10 

Claim 10 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gudmundsson et al. in view of Baer (US 
4,913,985). However, claim 10 depends from allowed claim 4 
and has been amended for clerical purposes only and is thus 
also allowable. 

Claim 11 

Claim 11 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gudmundsson et al. in view of Craft, Jr. 
et al. (US 6,169,247). However, claim 11 depends from 
allowable claim 2, and is thus also allowable. 

Claims 12-13 

Claims 12-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Gudmundsson et al. in view of 
Marongiu et al. However, claims 12-13 both depend from 
allowed claim 4 and are thus also allowable. Claim 13 was 
amended for clerical purposes only, and is still allowable. 

Claims 17 and 20 

Claims 17 and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Glover et al. in view of 
Gudmundsson et al. These claims have been cancelled from 
further consideration. 
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Claims 18, 26 and 32 

Claims 18, 26 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

103(a) as being unpatentable over Glover et al. in view of 
Salyer et al. (US 6,192,703). These claims have been 
cancelled from further consideration. 

New Claims 

Claims 42-58 

New claims 42-50 and 55-58 depend directly or 
indirectly from independent claim 14 and are similar to 
claims 5-13, which depend directly or indirectly from 
independent claim 4. New claims 51-54 depend directly or 
indirectly from independent claim 4. Support for these 
claims is found in the original written specification as
